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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Applications No. PCT/NL03/00699, filed 10/16/2003; NL 1021689, filed 10/18/2002; and US

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maggioni (US 

5,395,346). 

Maggioni discloses a syringe comprising a liquid container (2), a needle with a needle 
mount (1 1), a blocking means (14) received in a recess (10) in the container, a piston (4), and a 
piston head (5) having a coupling means in the form of a recess with an inwardly directed collar 
(31).
